Swap side knives after they show a wear pattern of 50% in width. They can be 
swapped left to right and used until the wear patterns meet. Then they can be 
swapped end to end giving you a total of four surfaces. Never exceed 30,000 feet 
of cutting on a set of blades. The tool will continue to cut after these landmarks are 
reached but will cause overloading of the power unit. 

Keep the center blade clean and free of material build-up. This buildup can create a 

"wedge" condition which accelerates power unit wear. 
When replacing the set of blades, remove head and check eccentric bearing for wear. 

Replace as necessary. 

WARNING! Some dust created by power sanding, sawing, grinding, drilling, and other construction 
activities contains chemicals known to cause cancer, birth defects or other reproductive harm. 
Some examples of these chemicals are: lead from lead-based paint, crystalline silica from bricks 
and cement and other masonry products, and arsenic and chromium from chemically treated 
lumber.

Tool Maintenance 

1. CHECKING THE KNIVES AND BLADE FOR WEAR

When the knives have rounded about half their width (shown above), dull side knives can be 
exchanged one side to the other for new cutting edges(see section 2). Note: After both edges of 
each knife have rounded about half the width of the knives, swap them end to end for two new 
cutting edges, after all four sides have worn down obtain replacements from your dealer. When 
side knives are worn out, the center blade should also be replaced. 



READ THIS NOW: 

TOOL OPERATION 

When cutting, hold knives flat against material while applying light, even pressure. Do 
not force tool through material, as this may cause jamming, a rough cut, or damage. 

WORK AREA 

• Keep work oreo clean and well lit. Cluttered benches and dark areas invite accidents. 

• Do not operate power took in explosive atmospheres, such os in the presence of flammable liquids, 
gases, or dust. Power took create sparks which may ignite the dust or fumes. 

• Keep bystanders, children, and visitors away while operating a power tool. Distractions can cause you 
to lose control. 

ELECTRICAL SAFETY 

• Double insulated took are equipped with a polarized plug (one blade k wider than the other). This plug 

will fit in a polarized outlet only one way. If the plug does not fit fully in the outlet, reverse the plug, if 
it still does not fit, contact a qualified electrician to install a polarized outlet. Do not change the plug 
in any way. Double insulation eliminates the need for the three wire grounded power cord and 
grounded power supply system. 

• Avoid body contact with grounded surfaces such as pipes, radiators, ranges and refrigerators. There k 

an increased risk of electric shock if your body k grounded. 

• Do not expose power tools to roin or wet conditions. Water entering a power tool will increase the risk

Loosen (not remove) rearmost cap strew. Use 5 /32 Hex Wrench 
Remove middle cap screw. Don't lose spacer 
bushing. Remove front cap screw. Don't 
lose pivot bushing. Pull knives and blade 
assembly from head. Swap knives (shown 
below), re-insert pivot bushing.and install 
assembly into head. 

Replace cap screws with spacer bushing on 
middle screw, and tighten all three cap 
screws. Place the cutting head and 
blade assembly on motor body 
and Torque all three cap screws 
to 40 inch-pounds.
